One Hundred Miners' Officials In Conference 


At Indianapolis Vote At 4 O'clock This 
Morning To Obey Mandate Of Federal

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., Nov. 11. — The coal strike 


has been called off. AYith. the approval by Judge A. B. 
Anderson in the United States district court of the text of 
the recall order submitted by the United Mine AVorkcrs, 
the. tie-up of mines which began1 November 1, was omcially 
ended. After declaring that the cancellation of the. strike 
summons is made in good faith, Henry Warrum, chief 
counsel for the miners' officials, read a statement to Dan 
W. Simms, special district attorney, calling upon the oper- 
ators and the government to get together with tliQ miners 
to formulate a new wage scale.

all night session, the miners' leaders today submitted the 
recall to the court and on the heels of its approval, the
